Operators Gary/W2VQ and his son Paul/WQ2N will be active as ZF2VQ and ZF2NN, 
respectively, between December 28th and January 3rd. Activity will be on 160-6 meters using 
CW, SSB and RTTY. They will focus on Europe and Asia using only 100 watts into beams, 
verticals amd dipole antennas. QSL ZF2NN via WQ2N and ZF2VQ via W2VQ.
